Presumed Dead 



BELGRADE. Aug. 27 (/p)— Hope that at least one crew 
member of a shotdown American transport plane might atiU 
be found alive was abandoned today by U. S. graves registra- 
tion commifision officers who said sufficient evidence had 
been found to indicate that all five creivmen had died in 
the crash. 

The finding of four left feet and part of another left foot 
convinced them, the officern said, that the fiva men perished 
when their plane was shot down on Aug. 19 by two Yugoslav 
pursuit craft near Bled, in 
northwest Yugoslavia close to 
the Austrian frontier. 

The report was made after the 
commission had reexamined the 
scene ot the wreckage and a com- 
mon grave In the Holy Crou church 
cemetery In the villaga of Koprlvnlk. 

UeuU Charlea O. Provow ot tbe 
graves registration commission said 
that the squad had been asilttcd In 
tta examlnitlon by two Vugoalav 
physicians "because I asked for 
medical officers to assltt In reexam- 
ination of the airmen's remains." 

The Yugoslav physlclam, he said, 
found "part of another left foot" 
at the churchyard grave where Uie 
remains ot the fliers were buried 
by Yujoalav militiamen after the 
atUck. The entire four left feet 
had been previously found. 

D. B. Ambassador Richard C, Pat- 
leraon said ona of tbe crew mem- 
bera was Capt. B. H. Freestone but 
did not give his home address. An 
air force captain of the same initials 
and laat. nama is a resident of 
Bprlngdale, near Buriey.

PLEARINf. THE AUDIENCE 
Up lo now tlir Paris peace conference has 
been neither very hopeful nor very edlfylriB. 
There are rebiiKes and charges of Insult 
among the big powers. Tlicre are adamant 
fitands and Inslstrnt demand.'; by smaller iia- 
tlonfl. Yet there Is reason to believe, without 
being Follyaniia-lsh, that things maybe aren't 
quite as had as they seem. 

Wo read n lot ahout what this one or that 
one, victor and vanquished alike, will or won't 
do. Even the weakest and most hopelo.ss 
country represented seems to have power to 
add to the delay and confusion. But one muy 
suspect that some of the loudest talk Is di- 
rected toward the gallery. 

These delegates have an audience to p!en,^o. 
They may be representatives ol & political 
party hopelul ot retaining power, or o( a gov- 
ernment which has a precarious popular 
backing, or of a nation hypcrconsclous of Its 
prestige In world matters. But whatever the 
situation, they know that the folks back 
home are watching them, and that they had 
better look good. 

So they ask for the maximum, and perhaps 
a piece ot the moon boaldes. They present 
their cause In the most heroic or most piteous 
terms, depending on what seems likely lo be 
■ the most Impressive. 

This technique resembles that of union or 
company ofdcera who. In negotiating a new 
contract, start out with Impossible demands 
or Implausible objections. They know they 
haven't a chance of getting what they ask or 
' of refusing what is asked of them. But they 
also Jtnow that when they arrive at an agree- 
ment the rank and file or the stockholders 
will be convinced that they put up a stirring 
right and got no worse than a draw. 

Again, the approach Is like that of a base- 
ball player or manager arguing with the 
umpire. He knows he can't win. His conversa- 
tion, accompanied by vehement gestures, may 
be reasonable. But from the stands It look.'i 
like a colorful exhibition of fighting spirit, 
an outraged sense of Justice, and a will to win. 

The real work oI the Paris representatives, 
as ol the collective bargainers and. In many 
Instances, of the members of congress, will 
be done behind closed doors. The Idea of 
open covenants openly arrived at Is admir- 
able, but it can be very embarrassing to the 
participants to an agreement. 

If It were really known how a nation's 
representative sometimes arrives at a settle- 
ment of his country's demands. If all the con- 
cessions and counter-proposals and un- 
emotional dickering were made public, there 
might be serious political repercussions back 
home. 

, The people of a country whose attention Is 
focused on a spokesman at any Important In- 
ternational conference must have the assur- 
ance that their man Is In there making the 
best possible fight for the best possible terms. 
Hence a good deal of window dressing, and a 
good many apprehensive moments for the 
spectators. 

This Is not to say that the Paris conference 
doesn't have many critical decisions to make 
and many fateful crises to avoid. It Is only to 
suggest that some of the most trying dilem- 
mas of the present will undoubtedly be settled 
by reasonable compromise, and soon be for- 
gotten.
